Dr. J. A. King of Ojai has been 
unanimously named County Health 
Officer to eceed himself, by the 


board of supervisors. 


Shasta County Supervisors unani- 
mously adopted the Stanislaus ordi- 
hance requiring dealers in butter 
substitutes to pay a license fee of 
$100 every six months. 


More than 35,000,000 game fish 
were planted in lakes and streams 
from state hatcheries this season, 
according to reports of the Califor- 
nia fish and Game Commission. 


Andrew B. Bennett, former Palo 
Alto man, will replace Myron H. 
Carpenter as assistant at the San 
Jose office of the United States 
Weather Bureau. Carpenter has 
been transferred to Brownville, 
Texas. Benneft comes from the 
Portland office. 

Construction of the nine-mile 
stretch in the Cajon Pass will be 
started soon by the State Highway 
Department, which has appropriat- 
ed $400,000 for this work furnishing 
employment for about 100 men 
daily. The work will complete the 
new highway through the pass.

Breaking Up a Whig Parade 
EORGE FISHER was one of 
the known stage coach 
drivers on the old National pike in 
| the 1840s. He noted for his 
manipulation of fiery steeds. 
There was a fractious team at 
| Claysville, Pa., that was the terror 
of all the drivers on that section of 
| the road. It had “run off” once, 
killing passenger and injuring 
several, Caldwell’s hill, seven 
miles west of Washington, Pa. 
Every driver who had been given 
the team had despaired of taming 
these fiery norses, so Fisher was 
sent for. He had been driving out 
' of Washington. Pa., and after tak 
ing charge of the team he soon had 
it unde. control, He drove it many 
years without an accident. | 
Fisher driving this team in| 
1844, during the celebrated political 
contest between James K. Polk and 
Henry Clay, opposing candidates} 
for the Presidency. Fisher was an} 
ardent supporter of Polk, and bitter|

3ut the Whigs of that neighbor- 
hood went to their graves solemnly 


believing that Fisher did it on pur- 
| pose, 

Fisher in later years would not 
| discuss the incident, but he inti- 


mated to his many friends that the 
team must have known the paraders 
were Whigs, and had the same feel- 
ing toward them that he had. 

The same team, just before Fisher 


took the reins, had made a reputa 
tion as “killers.” One man had 
heen killed and several injured in 


a mad dash of the horses, 
A few days before Fisher took 
charge of the recalcitrant team, the 


horses dashed down the long hill 


from the locust tree at Caldwell’s 
tavern, to Wickert’s bridge. 
A Mr. Moses—he never was 


identified further—was seriously in- 
jured: the driver was severely hurt 


and three passengers were in- 
| jured 
Mr. Moses, a Kentucky merchant, | 


suffered a hadly erushed leg. He 
died two days later in the hospital 
at Washington, Pa.
